The  full  text  of  the  amendments 
follows: 

AMENDMENT  VI 

Article  II,  Section  IV,  Cause  A, 
Item  2 shall  be  included  to  read  as 
follows: 

The  ASBYU  President  shall, 


previous  to  the  elections,  designate 
a running  mate  for  the  office  of 
executive  vice  president  and  they 
shall  be  jointly  elected. 

AMENDMENT  VIII

“1.  Does  the  UNIVERSE  have 


the  freedom  to  publish  anything 
the  staff  wants  to  write?” 

Technically,  yes.  It  depends  on 
the  personal  philosophies  and 
decisions  of  the  editor-in-chief  as 
to  what  goes  into  the  paper.  This  is 
his  right  as  the  editor. 

And,  of  course,  an  interesting 
comment  was  made  in  “The  White 
and  Blue”  of  Sept.  22, 1920,  “This 
paper  will  proceed  on  the  policy 
which  is  the  reason  for  journalism 
and  without  which  there  would  be 
no  need  for  a paper— that  in 
friendly  discussion  and  publicity, 
light  reveals  itself.  . . ” The  editor 
at  that  time  was  one  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson. 

“2.  How  is  the  editor  chosen?” 

The  applicants  for  the  editorship 
of  the  UNIVERSE  and  BANYAN, 
as  well  as  for  UNIVERSE  Business 
Manager,  are  screened  and  the 
successors  chosen  by  the 
Publications  Board,  a five-member 
committee  consisting  of  Morris 
Richards,  chairman  of  the 
Communications  Dept.  (M.A.,  U. 
of  Ariz.,  1937);  Edwin 
Butterworth,  director  of  the  News 
Bureau;  Lyle  Curtis,  director  of 
Student  Activities;  and  the  student 
body  president  and  vice  president 
of  finance. 

“3.  Who  are  the  people  who  have 
influenced  you  most?” 

An  unusual  assortment  ranging 
from  objectivists  to  altruists,  they 
are:  Ayn  Rand,  the  Rev.  Martin 
Luther  King,  Julian  Bond,  Phil 
Ochs,  Gene  McCarthy  and  George 
McGovern. 


Journalistically,  Gail  Wynand,  a 
character  in  Rand’s  novel  “The 
Fountainhead,”  is  outstanding. 

At  BYU,  whether  I agree  with 
them  or  not,  are  Drs.  Melville  and 
Midgley  in  political  science;  Dr. 
Anderson  in  religion;  Dr.  Warner  in 
philosophy;  Dr.  Jacobs  in  English; 
administrators  Dean  Elliot 
Cameron  and  LaVar  Rockwood; 
and  my  trusted  friend  and  advisor, 
Lyle  Curtis. 

“4.  Are  you  a liberal, 
conservative  or  moderate?” 

By  New  Jersey  standards  a 
moderate,  by  Utah  standards  a 
liberal.  I find  the  words  have  little 
meaning.  Would  you  accept 
“libertarian  objectivist”  as  the 
term  to  use  in  categorizing  my 
views? 
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BELIEFS,  REGRETS 


“5.  Do  you  believe  everything 
you  write?  Have  you  ever  written 
anything  you  later  regretted?” 


Yes  to  both.  I will  not 
compromise  my  beliefs  by  signing 
my  name  to  something  I cannot  at 
least  tacitly  support.  This  is  against 
my  personal  code  of  ethics. 

I have  only  written  one  article  I 
later  regretted.  This  was  the  article 
on  the  late  Sen.  Robert  F. 
Kennedy,  written  a year  ago.  I did 
not  change  my  mind  simply 
because  he  was  dead,  rather  than 
alive.  I changed  my  mind  because  I 
have  been  able  to  check  out  some 
of  the  facts  and  to  talk  to  members 
of  the  family  and  staff  of  the  late 
Senator. 
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Pres.  Nixon  Speaks  On  Campus  Disorders 


The  following  address  was  delivered  last 
week  by  President  Nixon  concerning 
campus  disorders: 

STATEMENT  BY  THE  PRESIDENT 

“This  week  the  Secretary  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  has  sent  a letter  to 
the  presidents  of  the  institutions  of  higher 
education  in  the  nation  calling  attention  to 
the  provisions  enacted  in  law  by  the  90th 
Congress  which  provide  for  the  withdrawal 
of  various  forms  of  federal  support  to 
students  found  guilty  of  violation  of 
criminal  statutes  in  connection  with  campus 
disorders. 

“He  did  this  in  the  exercise  of  his 
responsibility  as  the  Cabinet  officer  chiefly 
charged  with  the  routine  enforcement  of 
federal  laws  pertaining  to  education, 
however,  the  state  of  our  campuses  have  for 
some  time  been  anything  but  routine. 

“I  should  like  to  take  this  occasion  to 
make  some  more  general  comments  which  I 
hope  may  be  of  some  assistance  in 
moderating  the  present  turmoil. 

“First,  a measure  of  perspective  is  in  order 
with  regard  to  the  action  of  the  previous 
Congress.  The  new  regulations  are  moderate, 
and  they  are  justified.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest 
of  the  practices  of  universities  and  colleges 
that  privileges  of  various  kinds  are 
withdrawn  from  students  judged  to  have 
violated  the  rules  and  regulations  of  their 
institution.  Congress  has  done  no  more  than 
to  withdraw  federal  assistance  from  those 
students  judged,  not  by  university 
regulations,  but  by  courts  of  law,  to  have 
violated  criminal  statutes.  Almost  by 
definition,  given  the  present  tactics  of 
disruption,  anyone  so  convicted  may  fairly 
be  assumed  to  have  been  assaulting  the 
processes  of  free  inquiry  which  are  the  very 


life  of  learning.  Any  society  that  will  not 
protect  itself  against  such  assault  exhibits 
precious  little  respect  for  intellect, 
compared  to  which  the  issue  of  public  order 
is  very  near  to  de  minimis. 

“For  there  is  a second  issue,  of  far  greater 
concern  to  me,  and,  as  I believe,  to  the 
Congress,  to  the  American  people  generally, 
and  the  faculties  and  students  of  American 
colleges  and  universities  especially.  That  is 
the  preservation  of  the  integrity,  the 
independence,  and  the  creativity  of  our 
institutions  of  higher  learning. 

“Freedom— intellectual  freedom— is  in 
danger  in  America.  The  nature  and  content 
of  that  danger  is  as  clear  as  any  one  thing 
could  be.  Violence— physical  violence, 
physical  intimidation— is  seemingly  on  its 
way  to  becoming  an  accepted,  or  at  all 
events  a normal  and  not  to  be  avoided 
element  in  the  clash  of  opinion  within 
university  confines.  Increasingly  it  is  clear 
that  this  violence  is  directed  to  a clearly 
perceived  and  altogether  too  conceivable 
objective:  not  only  to  politicize  the  student 
bodies  of  our  educational  institutions,  but 
to  politicize  the  institutions  as  well.  Anyone 
with  the  least  understanding  of  the  history 
of  freedom  will  know  that  this  has  invariably 
meant  not  only  political  disaster  to  those 
nations  that  have  submitted  to  such  forces 
of  obfuscation  and  repression,  but  cultural 
calamity  as  well.  It  is  not  too  strong  a 
statement  to  declare  that  this  is  the  way 
civilizations  begin  to  die. 


“The  process  is  altogether  too  familiar  to 
those  who  would  survey  the  wreckage  of 
history.  Assault  and  counter  assault,  one 
extreme  leading  to  the  opposite  extreme; 
the  voices  of  reason  and  calm  discredited.  As 
Yeats  foresaw:  “Things  fall  apart;  the  centre 


cannot  hold.  . . ” None  of  us  has  the  right  to 
suppose  it  cannot  happen  here. 

“The  first  thing  to  do  at  such  moments  is 
to  reassert  first  principles.  The  federal 
government  cannot,  should  not— must 
not— enforce  such  principles.  That  is 
fundamentally  the  task  and  the 
responsibility  of  the  university  community. 
But" any  may  state  what  these  principles  are, 
for  they  are  as  widely  understood  as  they  are 
cherished. 

AIM  IS  EXCELLENCE 

“First,  that  universities  and  colleges  are 
places  of  excellence  in  which  men  are  judged 
by  achievement  and  merit  in  defined  areas. 
The  independence  and  competence  of  the 
faculty,  the  commitment,  and  equally  the 
competence  of  the  student  body,  are 
matters  not  to  be  compromised.  The 
singular  fact  of  American  society— the  fact 
which  very  likely  distinguishes  us  most 
markedly  from  any  other  nation  on  earth,  is 
that  in  the  untroubled  pursuit  of  an 
application  of  this  principle  we  have  created 
the  largest,  most  democratic,  most  open 
system  of  higher  learning  in  history. 

None  need  fear  the  continued  application 
of  those  principles;  but  all  must  dread  their 
erosion.  The  second  principle— and  I would 
argue,  the  only  other—  is  that  violence  or  the 
threat  of  violence  may  never  be  permitted  to 
influence  the  actions  or  judgments  of  the 
university  community.  Once  it  does  the 
community,  almost  by  definition,  ceases  to 
be  a university. 

“It  is  for  this  reason  that  from  time 
immemorial  expulsion  has  been  the  primary 
instrument  of  university  discipline.  Those 
who  would  not  abide  the  rules  of  the 
community  of  learning  have  simply  been 
required  to  leave  it,  for  any  other  form  of 


coercion  would  cause  that  community^ 
change  its  fundamental  nature. 

‘The  difficulty  of  this  moment,  as  of  n 
times  when  fundamental  principles 
challenged,  is  that  many  of  those  posing  II 
challenges,  and  even  more  of  thl‘ 
supporting  them,  are  responding  to  v|. 
basic  problems.  To  reassert,  in  the  facet 
student  protest,  the  first  principles! 
academic  freedom,  while  ignoring  the  iss 
that  are  foremost  in  the  minds  of  th|

110,000  Indians  in  the  western

With  24  graduate  linguists 
enrolled,  BYU  has  more  Indian 
languages  taught  in  its  curriculum 
then  any  other  university  in  the 
world.  Except  for  the  Aztec 
language,  BYU  linguists  are 
prepared  to  teach  a semesger  course 
in  all  of  the  languages  mentioned 
earlier. 

Dr.  Blair  or  his  associates  have 
taught  or  are  teaching  the  modern 
spoken  Indian  languages  of  Mayan, 
Cakchiquel,  Inca,  Navajo,  and 
presently  Quiche  and  Guarani. 

FUTURE  NATIONAL  CENTER 

The  linguist  envisions  the  day 
when  BYU  would  be  a national 
center  for  specialized  training  in 
the  areas  of  translation  and 
language  research,  teaching  English 
as  a second  language,  and  working 
on  language  teaching 
methodology. 

BYU’s  library  on  the  American 
Indians,  claims  Dr.  Blair,  is 


comparable  to  the  Indian  libraries 
at  Harvard,  Tulane,  and  Princeton. 

Noteworthy  in  his  linguistics 
endeavors  is  the  first  Indian 
language  translation  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  in  the  language  of 
Cakchiquel.  The  first  part  has  just 
come  off  the  university’s  IBM 
printer  for  checking. 

‘‘When  the  Book  of  Mormon 
translations  can  be  made  for  the 
major  Indian  languages  in  Latin 
America,  this  will  mean  a great  deal 
to  both  the  LDS  Church 
missionary  efforts  and  the  history 
of  the  Indians  in  written  form,”  Dr. 
Blair  asserts. 

AZTEC  NEXT 

He  dreams  of  the  day  that  he  is 
given  permission  to  write  the  Aztec 
language  because  there  are  one 
million  Aztecs  in  Mexico,  far  more 
than  any  other  tribe.  Next  in 
number  is  Mayan,  for  which  he  has 
already  written  a grammar  text 
while  on  a post-doctoral  fellowship 
at  the  University  of  Chicago  in 
1964-65. 

After  these  Indian  languages  are 
put  into  writing,  the  next  problem 
the  BYU  linguist  foresees  is  getting 
the  various  countries  to  educate 
their  Indian  populations.  And,  he 
said,  BYU  would  like  to  participate 
in  these  literacy  programs.
